They may not be what you might 
expect, since the Goofys here aren't 
the modern-day Goofy that you'll find 
in, say, Mickey Mouse Adventures. 


The Goofs whom you see here 
may be the ancestors of today's 
Goof or of other Goofy types who 
pop up around the world. (How else 
would you explain the amazing re- 
semblance between Goofy and 
Egypt's Inspector Ghufu, who's in 
the current issue of Mickey Mouse 
Adventures? ) 


Multiple Goofs may seem odd 
at first--but there have always been 
different incarnations of our hero. 
The first version appeared in the 
1932 animated short “Mickey's Re- 
vue" (even then he was in the 
Mouse's life) as a bespectacled and 
whiskery type laughing uproariously 
ata corny home-talent show. 


Soon he became known in 
various versions as Dippy Dawg, 
then Dippy the Goof, then the Goof, 
and finally, at long last, Goofy. 
There were variations on his ap- 
pearance, too, until there emerged 
the superbly ridiculous Goofy of 
today. 


In 1941 began one of Gooly's 
most successful incarnations: 
sports hero. 

Well, sort of.

Horse," a segment of the feature film 
The Reluctant Dragon, Goofy dem- 
onstrated how to perform every sport 
from fishing to football--badly. The 
films even showed ancient Goofs 
demonstrating the sports of the 
original Olympics. 


In some of these films, there 
wasn't one Goof--there were thou- 
sands. Goofs played every position 
on every team and filled the stands 
with Goofy fans. (The ancestors of 
these Goofs can be seen in last is- 
sue's "Balboa de Goofy," where all of 
Balboa's crewmen are variants on 
the one, true Goofy.) 


Other films starred a Goofy in 
suburbia, wrestling with the agonies 
of raising children, traveling the free- 
ways, and suchlike. 


The movie screen hasn't seen 
much of Goofy lately--but the most 
recent two film Goofs have appar- 
ently been ancestors of the current 
one. In the 1983 featurette "Mickey's 
Christmas Carol,” Jacob Marley was 
a Victorian Goof. And the upcoming 
Mickey film, "The Prince and the 
Pauper,” co-stars a medieval Goofy 
who tries to sell Sno-Cones in the 
dead of winter. (Disney Comics is 
planning a graphic novel based on 
that film, by the way.) 


So Goofy Adventures’ multi- 
ple Goofs are nothing new. There's 
always been more than one Goofy. 
As The Encyclopedia of Disney Ani- 
mated Characters puts it, "We are all 
from time to time capable of demon- 
strating his distinctive brand of good- 
humored folly, of bumbling when we 
try to excel. Every now and then we 
аге all Goofs."
